Tlie growing popularity of Jesus 


aroustjd the envious opposition of 
the Pharisees which, obliged him to 
leave Judea and go into Samaria. 
There was another way to reach 
Galilee, on the eastern side wf the 
Jordan, the one used by many Jews 
to-avoid-contact with the despised 
Samaritans. 
He "must needs go 


through Samaria" in order to find 
this poor sinful woman and the 
needy citizens of Sycliar. The great 
necessity which was upon him was 
to seek and to save that which was 
'lost (Luke 19:10), 


II. Jesus' Testimony to the Sa- 


maritan Woman (vv. 7-2G). 


1. A favor asked (vy. 7-0). Jesus 


tactfully made a request which ap- 
pealed to the woman's sympathy. 
Xot onlyvdid the thirst of the weary 
traveler appeal to her, but the fact 
that he, being a. Jew, 'asked a favor 
of her, showed his sympathy for 
her. 
la introducing the conversa- 


tion, he referred to that which was 
uppermost in her mind; namely, wa- 
ter. 
This was the-divine Teacher's 


point of contact. He soon passed 
from earthly water to the water of 
everlasting life which was in him- 
self. 


2. Jesus" tender dealing with thiH 


woman (vv. 10-13). 
He first ap- 


pealed to her curiosity by declaring. 
"It-'tliou knewest the gift of-God''1 
(v. 10). He-,knew the deep unrest 
of the soul of this sinful woman as 
she went ou her way. He knew that 
if she really knew .him, she would 
believe in him aiid.be saved from 
her sins. Therefore, he .first sought 
to get her attention. This appeal 
to her curiosity was followed by: a 
promise which directed, her atten- 
tion to her deepest needs. .There is 
a consciousness of deep need in 
every soui. In her, efforts to satis- 
fy her nature, this poor woman re- 
spected neither the law of Cod nor 
the rights of men. The deepest ne^-d 
of the soul can only be satisfied ;l>y 
Jesus Christ. 
The woman's reply. 


"Sir, 
yive me this water that I 


tliirst not," is the inarticulate cry 
of every human heart. 


3. The .woman convicted of her 


sins (vv. 3.")-]D). Jesus succeeded in 
arousing her interest, but she did 
not really understand him. Before 
she could understand what the wa- 
ter of life is, she must be. convicted, 
of her sins. Me skillfully gave the 
command which brought her face to 
face with the facts of her life that 
she was unwilling to confess. 
She 


did not argue will;.him. but became 
a humble inquirer. The soul must 
be convicted of it? sin before there 
can be conversion. 


4. The problem of worship sub- 


mitted to Christ (vv. 2U-24). This 
she did as soon as she perceived 
him t^ he a prophsL This indicates 
thru he w.ls succeed!::? in bringing 
her minu to spiritual things. Jesus, 
knowing the inner life of this wom- 
an, told her of the glad time, even 
then present, when true worshipers 
c<.ml<i hold intercourse with <;nd 
anywhere. He showed her that the 
p!;i'-c r»f worship is uniiBtt'irtniit- 
tlmt tho r.li-iinporiaiit thing is to 
have the true conception of God as 
brought through the Jews. He ex-
